plained the treaty of 1868, and had the names 
of the signers read from Red Cloud’s copy, 
and showed to them how incorrect their in­ 
terpretation was. 
General Crook said : “ The only unful­ 
filled provision of the treaty of 18G8 is that 
about schools. 
From 1868 to 1888 most of 
the time you were on the war-path. 
The 
Government wants you to sell the land out­ 
side of your reservation that rou don't need, 
and pays yotl well fol‘ it.’’ 
lie fheii ex­ 
plained the provisions with reference to pay­ 
ing for the lands. 
“ Just as sure as you once 
lived on the buffalo, you must in the future 
live as the white man lives.

pond the big fish are always swallowing the 
little fish, and when the white man comes 
among you, as he will in a few years, in 
spite of all the Government can do to pre­ 
vent it, you will be the little fish.

way to protect your land is to settle on it,and 
get patents for it.

If you follow the advice of these Chiefs, and 
in the future you sec your children starving, 
you can’t go then and get your land back, it 
will be too late then.

PROHIBITION DEFEA TED. 


The people of Pennsylvania, of nil sorts 
and conditions, appear to Ihj very well satis­ 
fied with their excellent high license law. No 
other m eaning than this can b e extracted from 
the overw helm ing vote against the prohib i­ 
tion am endm ent yesterday. 
The m ajority in 
opposition is not less than 100.000 and may 
reach 150,000. 
In Philadelphia, w here the 
law has b een so rigidly enforced that it has 
cru shed ou t one-half the saloons and dou b led 
the revenu e from licenses, the m ajority is 8 0,- 
00« . 
In P ittsb u rg, which has received an 
eq u al degree of b enefit with Philadelphia, 
the m ajority is large. 
One of the su rprising 
facts was the activity of the liq u or dealers in 
lighting the am endm ent. 
Thou gh it is apart 
of the platform of the entire trade that “ Pro 
liib ition 
does 
not 
prohib it,” 
a 
claim 
which, 
if 
tru e, 
wou ld 
lelieve 
them 
from 
a 
licenso 
tax 
and 
every 
ob stacle in the way of free traffic, they joined 
with the m ost earnest temperance m en in de­ 
fense of the high license law. 
The fact ap­ 
pears to b e that they have adju sted their b u si­ 
ness to the law, and do not want a change. 
Those who have paid their license fees and 
faithfu lly ob serve the law, find profit in it, 
and do not seek a change that w ou ld reopen 
the trade to the viciou s and law defying 
classes. 
A year or two of sim ilar experience 
wou ld u ndou b tedly b ring the dealers in New- 
York to the same conclu sion, b u t Gov. Hill 
w ill not perm it a trial, 
lie prefers a policy 
which will b rim r into the state of N ew York 
the ou tcast saloon trade of Pennsylvania and 
other high license states. 
Nevertheless, Pennsylvanians have b een 
ab le to m ake a clear distinction b etween the 
Prohib ition principle and a Prohib ition party 
m aintained as a Dem ocratic side-show. 
Sev­ 
eral cou nties were carried for ttie am endm ent 
yesterday in w hich, practically, no P rohib i­ 
tion 
vote 
w as 
cast 
last 
fall. 
Potter 
cou nty, the stronghold of 
“ no 
license,” 
voted for the am endm ent yesterday b y 500 
m ajority; last year its vote for the P rohib i­ 
tion candidates was 172 in a total of ab ou t 
4,500. 
Indiana cou nty gave 2,500 m ajority 
for the am endm ent. 
Last year it cast 29 4 
votes for Fisk. 
Cameron cou nty voted for 
the am endm ent b y 1:10 m ajority: its vote for 
Fisk last fall w as 12. 
The political Proliib i 
tionists will prob ab ly learn from this that 
there are m ore anti-wliisky men on the ou t 
side of their party than the inside. 
A nd it 
m u st occu r to them also that if they had act­ 
ed wisely and sincerely, instead of pu rsu ing 
a policy of reprisals toward the only party 
that has ever u ndertaken practical w ork for 
tem perance reform , they wou ld not now b e 
in the lonesome and hopeless condition in 
w hich they find themselves. 
A prohib itory am endm ent will go the jvo 
pie of this state next fall. 
Bu t here the 
b attle will b e fou ght on different lines. 
It 
will not b e a contest b etween Prohib ition and 
high license, b u t b etween Prohib ition and 
David B llill, to whom also every R epu b li­ 
can is opposed. 
The enlightened Prohib i 
tionists of N ew -Y ork, having learned from 
Pennsylvania how u tterly hopeless they arc 
when standing alone, and heeding the declar­ 
ation of their leader, Gen. Fisk, will find it 
to their interest to u nite with the Repu b licans 
in the election of a Legislatu re that will send 
the Prohib itory am endm ent to the people. 


B AYAR D 'S W AY IX DIPLOMACY. 


Sweden is not one of the great pow ers of 
Eu rope, hence the fact that that governm ent 
b ecame offended du ring the Cleveland ad­ 
m inistration and w ithdrew its representative 
from W ashington has never b een a su b ject of 
excited discu ssion. 
The m inister thu s re. 
called was Baron Reu terskjold, and the cau se 
for the act was u nfair and discou rteou s treat­ 
ment from the State Departm ent. 
U nder the 
term s of the Dingley shipping b ill the Swed­ 
ish governm ent insisted that it had the right 
to dem and a redu ction of the tonnage tax on 
vessels com ing from that cou ntry to this, 
from six cents to thrte cents a ton. 
The 
Treasu ry D epartm ent ru led that the Dingley 
act applied only to vessels from the adjacent 
ports of C entral and Sou th A m erica, and re 
jected Sw eden’s dem and. 
Then that gov 
em inent recalled a case sixty years old, in 
which the U nited States had m ade a sim ilar 
denyu id u pon Sweden and it had b een con 
ceded. 
T he correspondence on that occasion 
was condu cted b y H enry Clay as Secretary of 
State and the K ing of Sweden. 
Secretary B ayard, when his attention was 
called to this decision b y the T reasu ry De- 
paitm cnt, declared that the alleged letter 
from Mr. Clay on the su b ject was not to b e 
fou nd in the State Departm ent. T he Swedish 
M inister produ ced a copy of the letter as 
soon as he received it from Stockholm , and 
sent it to Bayard. 
Bu t that fu nctionary ig­ 
nored it entirely', not even show ing the com 
mon cou rtesy oí acknowledging its receipt. 
A fter w aiting six months Baron K eu tersk 
jold was recalled on “ leave of ab sence,” and 
was soon afterw ards appointed to another 
governm ent. 
T hu s the office was left vacant 
u ntil a few days ago, when John Au ston 
WoliT 
G ripp 
arrived 
at 
W ashington 
from Stockholm w ith his credentials as Min­ 
ister from Sw eden and Norway to the United 
States. 
B ayard’s discou rtesy to Sw eden was 
made the m ost of b y Repu b licans am ong the 
Scandinavians of the N orthw est d u rin g the 
P residential cam paign, and accou nts in part 
for the su rprising vote for H arrison in Iowa, 
W isconsin and Minnesota. 


HILL AS AN ECONOMIST. 


The Legislature of 
18 8 9 adjourned a month ago, 
leaving m Governor Hill's bands 451 bills. 
He has 
exam ined them all with a clear head and an honest 
purpose, and has vetoed such as did not commend 
themselves to his judgment. The hills and Items 
which he has rejected by memoranda filed in the 
office of the Secretary of the State, appropriated 
$1,808,550. That sum is saved to the tax-payers of 
New York.—N ew Y o rk .Hu n . 


T his is a rem akab le assertion, and ab so­ 
lu tely u ntru e. 
T he Governor has saved no 
su ch su m to the tax-payers. 
He cu t ou t the 
Capitol appropriation of $372,125, not b e­ 
cau se the b u ilding is finished and no more 
money 
is 
necessary, 
b u t 
b ecau se 
the 
w ork w as placed in charge of 
a 
non­ 
partisan com m ission instead of his faithfu l 
D em ocratic friend Perry. 
N ext y ear he will 
call for a m illion or a million and a half for 
the Capitol, and if he su cceeds in electing a 
D em ocratic Legislatu re he will get it. 
H e 
vetoed the $47,000 voted to the Indu strial 
School at Rochester, and last night the tru s­ 
tees held an indignation m eeting on the su b . 
jeet, in which it was declared that the insti­ 
tution will b e greatly em b arrassed for lack of 
funds, on account of the rapid increase of 


pu pils. T he same may lie said in regard to ap­ 
propriations for Bu ffalo institu te and a dozen 
institu tions of a b enevolent and penal char­ 
acter. 
His vetoes will create deficiencies 
which w ill have to he provided for another 
year. 
11 is veto of the V cdder liq u or tax 
b ill saved to the state the su m of $10,000 ap­ 
propriated for carrying it into operation. 
\n d the D em ocratic officials in charge of tb o 
governm ent of Alb any cou nty state that this 
veto will cost the lax paye^ff"of that single 
cou nty not less than $200,000. 
Ilis vetoes of 
the com pu lsory edu cation and wom en’s re­ 
form atory b ills redu ced expenses $200,000 
this year, b u t does anyb ody dou b t that these 
measu res will b e repassed next year and that 
he will approve them ? 
All the item s thu s vetoed were provided 
for b y the Legislatu re and pu t into the tax 
levy, which the Governor approved. 
Hence 
the m oney is to he collected from the people, 
and the only difference in effect is that it will 
lie in the treasu ry a year instead of b e- 
f expended au d 
thu s 
sent 
b ack 
to 
the people. 
Many of the items vetoed are for 
personal services actu ally rendered. 
Does 
the state of New York propose to repu diate 
its honest deb ts ? 
These b ills m u st b e paid, 
and it w ou ld b e dishonorab le not to pay 
them. 
T here is not a claim ant in this vetoed 
list who cannot sell b is claim against the state 
to any b roker on favorab le term s if lie needs 
the m oney, for su ch b ills are always paid 
sooner or later. 
The G overnor has saved to the state ab ou t 
$300,000 of Norm al school appropriations. 
The rest is not a saving, b u t m erely a post­ 
ponem ent. 
It is pretty late in the day for 
the G overnor who fitted u p his execu tive 
mansion b }' the u nlaw fu l diversion of a fu nd 
intended for another pu rpose, b u ying with it 
a lot of taw dry and u seless stu ff indicative 
of the taste of a "b eggar on horseb ack,” to 
set u p as a gu ardian of the people’s money. He 
missed hi3 opportu nity to help the tax payers 
when he vetoed the high license and liq u or 
tax b ills.

PRO H IBITIO N DEFEATED. 


The people of Pennsylvania, of nil sorts 
and conditions, appear to be very well satis­ 
fied with their excellent high license law. No 
other meaning than this can be extracted from 
the overwhelming vote against the prohibi­ 
tion amendment yesterday. 
The majority in 
opposition is not less than 100,000 and may 
reach 150,000. 
In Philadelphia, where the 
law lias been so riiridly enforced that it has 
crushed out ope-lialf the saloons and doubled 
the revenue from licenses, the majority is 80,- 
000. 
In Pittsburg, which has received an 
equal degree of benefit with Philadelphia, 
the majority is large. 
One of the surprising 
facts was the activity of the liquor dealers in 
fighting the amendment. 
Though it is a part 
of the platform of the entire trade that “Pro 
liibition 
does 
not 
prohibit,” 
a 
claim 
which, 
if 
true, 
would 
iclieve 
them 
from 
a 
lieenso 
tax 
and 
every 
obstacle in the way of free traffic, they joined 
with the most earnest temperance men in de­ 
fense of the high license law. 
The fact ap­ 
pears to be that they have adjusted their busi­ 
ness to the law, and do not want a change. 
Those who have paid their license fees and 
faithfully observe the law, find profit in it, 
and do not seek a change that would reopen 
the trade to the vicious and law defying 
classes. 
A year or two of similar experience 
would undoubtedly bring the dealers in New* 
York to the same conclusion, but Gov. Hill 
will not permit a trial, 
lie prefers a polity 
which will brinf into the state of New York 
the outcast saloon trade of Pennsylvania and 
other high license states. 
Nevertheless, Pennsylvanians have been 
able to make a clear distinction between the 
Prohibition principle and a Prohibition party 
maintained as a Democratic side-show. 
Sev­ 
eral counties were carried for the amendment 
yesterday in which, practically, no Prohibi­ 
tion 
vote 
was 
cast 
last 
fall. 
Potter 
county, the stronghold of 
“ no 
license,” 
voted for the amendment yesterday by 500 
majority; last year its vote for the Prohibi­ 
tion candidates was 172 in a total of about 
4,500. 
Iudiana county gave 2,500 majority 
for the amendment. 
Last year it cast 294 
votes for Fisk. 
Cameron county voted for 
the amendment by 100 majority: its vote for 
Fisk last fall was 12. 
The political Prohibi­ 
tionists will probably learn from this that 
there are more anti-whisky men on the out­ 
side of their party than the inside. 
And it 
must occur to them also that if they had act­ 
ed wisely and sincerely, instead of pursuing 
a policy of reprisals toward the only party 
that has ever undertaken practical work for 
temperance reform, they would not now be 
in the lonesome and hopeless condition in 
which they find themselves. 
A prohibitory amendment w ill go the peo 
pie of this state next fall. 
But here the 
battle will be fought on different lines. 
It 
will not be a contest between Prohibition and 
high license, but between Prohibition and 
David B. H ill, to whom also every Republi­ 
can is opposed. 
The enlightened Prohibi­ 
tionists of New-York, having learned from 
Pennsylvania how utterly hopeless they arc 
when standing alone, and heeding the declar 
ation of their leader, Gen. Fisk, will find it 
to their interest to unite with the Republicans 
in the election of a Legislature that will send 
the Prohibitory amendment to the people 


pupils. The same may be said in regard to ap­ 
propriations for Buffalo institute and a dozen 
institutions of a benevolent and penal char­ 
acter. 
His vetoes will create deficiencies 
which will have to be provided for another 
year. 
I lis veto of the Ycdder liquor tax 
bill saved to the state the sum of $10,000 ap­ 
propriated for carrying it into operation. 
And the Democratic officials in charge of the 
government of Albany county state that this 
veto will cost the lax paydfl^ of that single 
county not less than $200,000. 
His vetoes of 
the compulsory education and women’s re­ 
formatory bills reduced expenses $200,000 
this year, but does anybody doubt that these 
measures will be repassed next year and that 
he will approve them ? 
All the items thus vetoed were provided 
for by the Legislature and put into the tax 
levy, which the Governor approved. 
Hence 
the money is to be collected from the people, 
and the only difference in effect is that it will 
lie in the treasury a year instead of be­ 
ing expended and 
thus 
sent 
back 
to 
the people. 
Many of the items vetoed are for 
personal services actually rendered. 
Does 
the state of New York propose to repudiate 
its honest debts ? 
These bills must be paid, 
and it would be dishonorable not to pay 
them. 
There is not a claimant in this vetoed 
list w ho cannot sell his claim against the state 
to any broker on favorable terms if he needs 
the money, for such bills are always paid 
sooner or later. 
The Governor has saved to the state about 
$300,000 of Normal school appropriations 
The rest is not a saving, but merely a post­ 
ponement. 
It is pretty late in the day for 
the Governor who fitted up his executive 
mansion by the unlawful diversion of a fund 
intended for another purpose, buying with it 
a lot of tawdry and useless stuff indicative 
of the taste of a “beggar on horseback,” to 
set up as a guardian of the people’s money. He 
missed hi3 opportunity to help the tax payers 
when he vetoed the high license and liquor 
lax bills.

BAYARD'S WAY IX DIPLOMACY. 


Sweden is not one of the yreat powers of 
Europe, hence the fact that that government 
became offended during the G’leveland ad­ 
ministration and withdrew’ its representative 
from Washington has never been a subject of 
excited discussion. 
The Minister thus re. 
called was Baron Reuterskjold, and the cause 
for the act was unfair and discourteous treat 
ment from the State Department. 
Under the 
terms of the Dingley shipping bill the Swcd 
isli government insisted that it had the right 
to demand a reduction of the tonnage tax on 
vessels coming from that countrv to this 
from six cents to thrte cents a ton. 
The 
Treasury Department ruled that the Dingley 
act applied only to vessels from the adjacent 
ports of Central and South America, and re 
jected Sweden's demand. 
Then that gov 
ernment recalled a case sixty years old, in 
which the United States had made a similar 
denyiud upon Sweden and it had been eon 
ceded. 
The correspondence on that occasion 
was conducted by Henry Clay as Secretary of 
State and the King of Sweden. 
Secretary Bayard, when his attention was 
called to this decision by the Treasury I)e 
paitment, declared thnt the alleged letter 
from Mr. Clay on the subject was not to be 
found in the State Department. The Swedish 
Minister produced a copy of the letter as 
soon as he received it from Stockholm, and 
sent it to Bayard. 
But that functionary ig 
nored it entirely, not even showing the com 
mon courtesy ol acknowledging its receipt 
After waiting six months Baron Reutersk 
jold was recalled on “leave of absence,” and 
was soon afterwards appointed to another 
government. 
Thus the ollice was left vacant 
until a few daj’s ago, when John Auston 
Wolff 
Gripp 
arrived 
at 
Washington 
from Stockholm with his credentials as Min­ 
ister from Sweden and Norway to the United 
States. 
Baj’ard’s discourtesy to Sweden was 
made the most of by Republicans among the 
Scandinavians of the Northwest during the 
Presidential campaign, and accounts in part 
for the surprising vote for Harrison in Iowa, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota.

He furnished her with milk from the cans 
and made good the deficit with water.

A Robin Com m its Salcide. 
[From the Gilboa Monitor.] 
We note an extraordinary occurrence Inst 
week—-that of the suicide of a robin, which 
was engaged in building a nest in one of the 
maples in front of the Morase property, now 
occupied by P. J. Richtmyer. The bird was 
suspended from a branch about 20 feet from 
the ground, by a short cord in slip noose fash­ 
ion, about its neck, and evidently had not 
hcaid of the psiuless death by electricity, 
now granted condemned persons In Courts of 
Justice. Some malicious persons hint that 
Peter drove the bird to an early death by play­ 
ing the cornet, others say that the 12 violin­ 
ists who " whooped It u p ” dts-y and night, 
last week, are responsible for it, and an old 
resident remarks that the bird evidently lis­ 
tened to the numberless “ fish lies ” that arc 
told daily around the town, the magnitude 
of which drove it to end its lite by serial sus­ 
pension.

“ The Government’s endeaver to promote 
the study of medicine by women is proving 
most successful;” says the correspondent of 
the London Tithes at Calcutta; “ At the last 
examination of students in Caíctif Hi ladies car­ 
ried off numerous prizes and honors. A na­ 
tive girl, Rajni Mitter, ranked highest in the 
first M. D. examination, and carried off two 
prizes- Misses Sykes, jHhSen*, and Pereira, 
obtained certificates ot honor in sutgety; Miss 
Woods a special certificate of honor in anat­ 
omy; Miss Michcll secured the Viceroy’s 
medal, a Certifícale of honor in ophthalmic 
medicine and numerous prizes; Mist Muller 
took a gold medal in materia medica against 
all competitors, and a special certificate in 
anatomy; Miss Sinyth won a gold medal in 
dentistry, and Miss Fox a certificate of honor 
in anatomy.” 
In the French Chamber of Deputies Vice- 
\dmiral Duperre d’Homey, lias declared that 
the men-of-war now possessed by France 
were of an antiquated type and ought to he 
replaced by new vessels that would equal in 
number and strength the united fleets of Ger 
many and Italy. Only in this way would 
France he able to retain its rank of second 
naval power of tlic world. 11c moved the 
appointment of a Committee to inquire into 
the condition of the Navy. ;In reply Admiral 
Krantz, Minister of Marine, said that with 
the present credits it was impossible io in­ 
crease the number of workmen employed at 
the arsenals. The Admiralty, he added, was 
now effecting improvements iu the old men- 
of-war arid torpedo boats. M. Chevillotte in­ 
sisted upon the necessity of reform in naval 
matters. 
A recent number of the South Aostialinn 
Register describes a number of experiments 
successfully made at the Glen Osmond quarrv 
with rohurite. The first two charges tired 
were in holes bored in the face of the high 
level quarry, each containing eight ounces of 
rohurite. A large quantity of rock was 
thrown down, and the standing rock cracked 
aud so much shaken that the quarrymen 
could work down considerably more. One 
boulder, measuring three feet six inches bv 
two feet six inches, was subjected to another 
test. Nine ounces of rohurite was placed on 
it, covered with a few handfuls of gravel, 
and discharged. It was found to have split 
the rock completely through. 
The Phi Beta Kappa Chapter of Brown 
University, Rhode Island, held its annual 
meeting yesterday. The following officers 
were elected: President, "William B. Wce- 
den; Vice-President. T W. Bancroft; Secre­ 
tary, AIodzo Williams; Treasurer, Charles 
B. Goff. General F. A. Walker, President 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
delivered the annual oration in the First 
Baptist Church. 
The jury in the Yates City [111.j murder 
case returned a verdict in the C ircuit Court 
yestirday. They found Holly Doyle,the prin­ 
cipal defendant, guilty of manslaughter, and 
fixed his sentence at 10 years’ confinement in 
the penitentiary. The defeudauis. Isaac and 
Lafe La masters and Frank Wiekwire, were 
acquitted. The case grew out of the killing 
of James Eaton at Yates City last October. 
It was no longer ago than last year that the 
General Conference of the Methodist Church 
established an order of Deaconesses, and 
homes for the Order have already been opened 
in several of the principal cities. The move­ 
ment is not only thoroughly practical, hut if 
is an evidence of how strongly the spirit of 
mercy and charily is making its influence felt 
throughout the Christian world. 
Special Agents Gardner and Ash, who were 
detailed by the Government to investigate the 
causes lending to the Indian troubles at Mille 
Lacs. Minn , have completed their work and 
will report to the Department that the out 
break was the result of a conspiracy on the 
part of settlers and real estate specula­ 
tors to hasten the opening of the reservation 
to settlement.

has disappeared after quarreling with her 
sweetheart. 
A curious illustration of abuse of process 
in the criminal courts recently occurred in 
the Punjab. Six men were convicted of 
murder. Soon afterwards the “ murdered” 
man turned up alive and well. The criin 
inal courts in India, il is said, are not infre­ 
quently used for gratifying private animos­ 
ities. 
Another part of the old city wall by which 
London was surrounded has just ticen 
brought to light in the neighborhood of Luil- 
gnte Hill. If not actually of Roman con­ 
struction, it is largely constructed of Roman 
materials, and it probably formed part of a 
bastion or tower at an angle of the city wall.

Does 
not the salary you receive come Irom the profits of 
their trade ? Win the confidence of you r employers 
by you r strict integrity and you r u ntiring diligence 
and the tru st which they will repose in you may be 
cou nted as the best part of you r emolu ment. It is 
a k ind of sink ing fu nd payable in the fu tu re. Be 
content with small salary iu the beginning, and then 
you will appreciate every little addition that is 
made to it. 
Never live above you r salary, no 
m atter how small; always live u nder it. 
If 
you live above you r salary you will be forging 
chains which will bind you in slavery; bu t if you 
live u nder you r income you will be wearing golden 
wings which will elevate you to a higher sphere. 
Third, remain in the State and City where Provi­ 
dence has placet! you . Be slow to yield to the com­ 
mon tem ptation with the view to bettering you r 
condition. 
Remember the proverb, "A rolling stone 
gathers no moss,” so a strolling family gathers 
very few coins or greenback s on their perambu lat­ 
ing wheel of fortu ne. In qu itting a moderate salary 
at home, in the hope of procu ring a lu crative salary 
elsewhere, you give u p a certainty for an u ncer­ 
tainty. *'A bird in the hand is worth two in the 
bu sh."

And is not their interest your interest J Does 
not the salary you receive come Irom the profits of 
their trade I Win the confidence of your employers 
by your strict integrity and your untiring diligence 
ana the trust which they will repose in you may lie 
counted as the best part of your emolument. It is 
a kind of sinking fuud payable In the future. Be 
content with small salary iii the beginning, aud then 
you will appreciate every little addition that Is 
made to it, 
Never live above your salary, no 
m atter how amati; always live under it 
lf 
you live above your salary you wilt be forging 
chains which will bind you in slavery; but if you 
live under your income you will be wearing golden 
wings which will elevate you to a higher sphere. 
Third, remain in the State and City where Provi­ 
dence has placed you. 
Be slow to yield to the com­ 
mon temptation w ith the view to bettering your 
condition. 
Bemenitier the proverb, "A rolling stone 
gathers no moss,” so a str olling family gathers 
very few coins or greenbacks on their perambulat­ 
ing wheel of fortune, 
in quitting a moderate salary 
at home. in the hope of procuring a lucrative salary 
elsewhere, you give up a certainty for an uncer­ 
tainty. ‘‘A bird in the hand is worth two in the 
flush.” You break up family, religious and social 
ties, and you movo to a distant state, where disap­ 
pointment and Isolation and distress may stare you 
In the face. . 
Amateurs here are preparing to give “ a 
show,” the main feature to lie “ local hits.”

and Assessors were examined ns to the value 
of certain pieces of real estate. 
They almost 
invariably gave lower figures than the rate at 
which such property Is assessed. 
Tile State Assessors said the amount of {ter 
sollnl property assessed, aliout $22,000 to 
Al.SOO,OOO on tile real, i- about as ridiculously 
out of proportion as in any tow n In the State. 
It was claimed by the representatives of Eso­ 
pus that when they assessed personal piop- 
erty it was invariably sworn off. 
The town of Gardiner representatives said 
that tow n was assessed at full value. The 
most of the assessed personal properly con­ 
sists of Huguenot Bank stock. 
The Assessors and Supervisor of the town 
of Denning claimed they assessed real estate 
at $1.10 per acre, and that it is wortli only 75 
cents an acre. 
Fishing clubs lease streams in 
that town, paving aliout $3,000. 
The State 
Assessors saki such streams should be assessed 
as real estate. 
Town of Hardenburgh representatives said 
It was assessed at full value. 
The town of Hurley representatives were 
criticised because they had assessed only 
$1,800 wortli of personal property. 
“ Why. 
the poor town of Hardenburgh assesses three 
times more personal property than your rich 
town. with half a million of real estate.” 
saki one of the State Assessors. 
Tile assess­ 
ment of real estate in tins town is 80 per cent. 
The Assessors assess at that per cent, “ be 
cause it is the custom.'' The Assessors were 
told they must assess at full value. 
“ Any 
Assessor who does twit assess at full value 
commits perjury.” One of the town As­ 
sessors said if they Were indicted they could 
furnish good bonds.

Second, take always an active personal inter­ 
est in the business of your employers. Be os much 
concerned about their affairs as if they were vour 
own. And Is not their interest your interest? Does 
not the salary you receive come 1 rom the profits of 
their trade? Win the confidence of your employers 
by your strict integrity and your untiring diligence 
and the trust which they will repose in you may be 
counted as the best part of your emolument. It is 
a kind of sinking fuud payable in the future. Be 
content with small salary in the beginning, and then 
you will appreciate every little addition that is 
made to it. 
Never live above your salary, no 
matter how small; always live under it. 
If 
you live above your salary you will be forging 
chains wbich will bind you in slavery; but if you 
live under your income you will be wearing golden 
wings which will elevate you to a higher sphere. 
Third, remain in the State and City where Provi­ 
dence has placed you. Be slow to yield to the com­ 
mon temptation with the view to bettering your 
condition. Remember the proverb, ‘‘A rolling stone 
gathers no moss,” so a strolling family gathers 
very few coins or greenbacks on their perambulat­ 
ing wheel of fortune. In quitting a moderate salary 
at borne, in the hope of procuring a lucrative salary 
elsewhere, you give up a certainty for an uncer­ 
tainty. “A bird in the hand is worth two in the 
bush.” You break up family, religious and social 
ties, and you move to a distant state, where disap­ 
pointment and isolation and distress may stare you 
in the face. ,

State Assessors J . D. Ellis, S. N. W ood 
and J. L. W illiam s met at the Court House 
in this City to-day and examined Super­ 
visors and Assessors of Ulster County in

assessment and value of 
property in this City and various towns. This 
City was fully represented. 
The first town called was Esopus, 
It was 
claimed that it is assessed at full V alue. 
A 
list of sales of real estate was produced, 
showing that farm s have been sold for less 
than they were assessed. 
The Supervisor 
and Assessors were examined as to the value 
of certain pieces of real estate. 
They almost 
invariably gave lower figures than the rate at 
which such property is assessed. 
The State Assessors said the am ount of per­ 
sonal properly assessed, about $22,000 to 
$1.500,000 on the real, is about as ridiculously 
out of proportion as in any town in the State. 
It was claimed by the representatives of Eso­ 
pus that when they assessed personal piop- 
erty it was invariably sworn off. 
The town of Gardiner representatives said 
that town was assessed at full value. The 
most of the assessed personal property con­ 
sists of H uguenot Bank stock. 
The Assessors and Supervisor of the town 
of Denning claimed they assessed real estate 
at $1.10 per acre, and that it is worth only 75 
cents an acre. 
Fishing clubs lease streams in 
that town, paying about $3,000. 
The State 
Assessors said such streams should he assessed 
as real estate. 
Tow n of Hurdenhurgh representatives said 
it was assessed at full value. 
The town of Hurley representatives were 
criticised because they liad assessed only 
800 worth of personal property. 
“ W hy, 
the poor town of Hardenburgb assesses three 
times more personal property than your rich 
town, w ith h alf a million of real estate.” 
said one of tlie State Assessors. 
The assess­ 
ment of real estate in this town is 80 per cent.
